Talkies Doomed, 
Says Joe Schenck 


Head of United Artists Insists 
That Voice Synchronization 
Is Not Successful 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25-—Talking films 
are doomed to fade from vogue in about 
six months, according to Joseph M. 
Schenck, president of United Artists, 
who discussed his views with newspaper- 
men early this week following his return 
from a trip abroad. Tho he feels that 
canned musical accompaniment to films 
and synchronization of sound effects are 
an ald to the better appreciation of 
Sims, Schenck states that the so-called 
all-talking pictures are a passing novelty 
and are not meeting with public favor. 

Altho United Artista will go in for the 
talkie racket this season, Schenck said 
that this will be done only to satisfy a 
passing fancy. It would be foolhardy, he 
added, to make elaborate plans for the 
Gevelopment of the production of talk- 
ing pictures when even at this early 
time the public is showing keen disap- 
pointment over heavily ballyhooed all- 
talking pictures. “No talking picture is 
any good . . . they are uniformly unin- 
teresting.”

TORVUNTO, Aug. 27. — The Golden 
Jubilee of the Canadian Nationa! Ex- 
hibition, champion of annual world’s 
fairs, with the Rubin & Cherry Shows, 
aristocrat of the carnival world. pro- 
viding midway attractions, bids fair to 
go down in history as a red letter event 
of the brightest huc. 


Altho the opening day drew only 
48.000 visitors to the grounds, the fault 


was entirely on the shoulders of the 
weather dictator, who decreed inter- 
mittent showers thruout the day. In 


spite of rain and cold, however, a gen- 
erous crowd of umbrella toters came 
forth, and by evening the rain man 
gave up in defeat. Another retarding 
factor, with respect to the first-day 
attendance, was the opening of the ex- 
hibition on Friday instead of Saturday. 
Under the circumstances 48,000 was 
considered a big turnout. 


Saturday, clear but still cold, drew 
123,000, an increase of 19,000 over the 
same day lust year. Today, up to noon, 
the crowd also is estimated as much ahead 
of the first Monday in 1927. Midway re- 
ceipts likewise are running ahead, accord- 
ing to the Rubin & Cherry office. With 
fair weather the attendance for the 14 


days is expected to set a new record 
beyond 2,000,000. 

In its 50 years of existence the Cana- 
dian National Exhibition has become a 
veritable monument of progress. Start- 
ing in 1879 with 52 acres of land, 23 
wooden buildings, 110.000 square feet of 
floor space, an attendance of 10,000 and 
receipts of $26,960, the Toronto fair has 
grown steadily until today it has 350 
acres of land, 99 permanent buildings. 
2,000,000 square feet of floor space, an 
attendance record of 1,870,000 (1927). 
814 miles of paved road, 1% miles of 
waterfront, the largest exhibition build- 
ing in the world, an annual outlay of 
$1,000,000 for staging the fair (exclusive 
of exhibitors’ interests, which run into 
a much larger figure), an agricultural 
prize list of $125,000, a sports prize list 
of $75,000 and various other achieve- 
ments that are unsurpassed anywhere. 


For the Golden Jubilee Year an im- 
portant addition has been made in the 
erection of the Engineering and Elec- 
trical Building, situated inside the 
Princes’ Gates near the eastern end of 
Exhibition Park. This building, which 
commemorates Canada’s tremendous

Dancing Masters’ Convention 


Attended by 600 Members 


DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 26.—The Danc- 
ing Masters of America held their annual 
convention at the Book Cadillac Hotel, 
Detroit, from August 20 to 25, the meet- 
ing being attended by about 600, from a 
national membership of 1.000. Dancing 
masters were present from all parts of 
the United States, and one each from 
Holland and Mexico. The convention 
proper was preceded by the customary 
Norma! School, held for four weeks, be- 
ginning July 23, in Webster Hall. This 
consisted of courses In the various phascs 
of dancing, given by expert instructors, to 
both members and nonmembers of the 
Dancing Masters’ Association. 


The faculty of the school consisted of 
Ivan Tarasoff, New York, ballet master; 
George J. Gleason, Chicago, acrobatic; 
Jack Manning, New York, step and tap 
dancing; Evelyn Jantcer, New York, chil- 
dren's work: Victoria Cassan, Detroit, 
Oriental and character dancing; Theodore 
J. Smith, Detroit, Spanish dancing; Paul 
Lane, Springfie!d, Mass., musical comedy, 
and Roderick C. Grant, New York, ball- 
room dancing. 

The Normal School Committee, re- 
sponsible for the administration, included 
Fred W. Kehl, principal, Coral Gables, 


Fla: Raymond Bott, Youngstown, O.; 
Walter U. Soby, Hartford, secretary- 
treasurer: Leo T. Kehl, Madison, Wis., es- 
sistant secretary; Vida Goodwin, Galves- 
ton, dean of women. About 170 pupils 
attended the Normal School.

For the talkies, the actor or actress 
must have the ciearest diction. Lisps 
and throaty sounds are almost fatal, for 
they are Magnified by the talkie ampli- 
fiers and constitute disagreeable sub- 
sounds, They also bring about the de- 


layed speech coming after the lip move- 
ment which causes many an audience to 
iegle during the exhibition of sound 
films. 
Lionel Barrymore, who has had his ins 
and outs with the stage and films, 
agrees with Dean Immel that to a cer- 
tain extent, motion pictures will develop 
their own talkie performers. 

“While the talkies may he a boon to 
picture actors who were formerly on the 
etacge,” says Mr. Barrymore, “it is no 
open sesame to screen fame for present 
stage actors. The reaction when working 
before the movietone camera and micro- 
phone is far different from the reaction 
one gets on the stage. Stage actors 
brought to films for their voices will 
find that they have to undergo a new 
form of development for the new form 
of expression.” 

Robert Leonard, who produced and 
acted in 42 stage productions before en- 
tering upon his career as a motion pic- 
ture actor and director, thinks talkies 
will give audiences more story for their 
money than either the stage or silent 
movies. 

“Where formerly we had to use several 
hundred feet of film to express an idea, 
we can now do it in a paragraph of 
spoken word and have it plausible,” says 
Mr. Leonard in an opinion -issued today. 
“Talkies will also permit of a verbal cut 
back to past happenings, which should 
improve the logic of all screen stories.” 

Director Tod Browning inclines to the 
belief that the ultimate value of tone- 
films will be in sound effects. In his 
viewpoint, reproduced voices will always 
detract from film drama.

Regular mem- 
bers not Inclided under this clause will 
be eligible for Senior Resident Member- 
ship if they entered the United States 
under the quota, prior to May 28, 1928, 
or if they can show an aggregate playing 
period in this country of 100 weeks since 
January 1, 1923 

Junior Resident Members are defined 

to be Junior Members who are citizens 
of the United States and (or) Canada 
and also are residents thereof and (or) 
domiciled therein. The same “quota” 
ruline that covers Senior Members is 
applied to the Junior Members not com- 
s under the above clause. 
Senior and Junior Alien Members will 
be these who do not come under either 
of the Regular Senior or Junior member- 
ship Lay Members will not be re- 
classified. New members will be classi- 
fied os to how they measure up to the 
requirements of the Regular Senior and 
Junior Classes. 

Of the five classes, only the Senior 
Members shall be entitled to vote, be an 
officer, member of the council or of any 
committee, and they alone will be en- 
itled to hate any interests in the rights 
or property of the association. Members 
will be reclassified as soon as they be- 
come eligible for one or another of the 
various classes. 

The fnclusion of “and” or “or”, as 
hoted above by parentheses, will be left 
to the discretion of the members when 
the by-laws are presented for approval.

A program note announces the in- 
teresting fact that Goin’ Home was 
awarded the first prize in a national 
contest conducted by Longmans, Green 
& Company under the auspices of the 
Drama League of America. That such 
an honor should be bestowed upon it 
is easily understood. Goin’ Home is an 
intelligently written and conceived play. 
bristling with some poignant drama. 

Dramatic presentations of the prob- 
lems involved in the racial relationship 
of whites and blacks, especially when 
they more specifically concern the dis- 
cussion of miscegenation, are seldom 
tasteful to behold. Goin’ Home is not 
one of these, thanks to the intelligent 
and honest handling of the theme by 
Ransom Rideout, the restrained and 
Sympathetic playing of both the white 
and colored members of the cast, some 
graceful compromises in the interests of 
good taste and the box office and the 
wider and less biased vision allowed by 
setting the action in a foreign country. 

he Versailles Treaty has just- been 


signed and the American troops are 
“goin’ home”, their embarkation point 


being the French seaport town in which 
the play is set. Israel, a New Orleans 
negro, has finished four years’ service 
with the French troops, during which 
he has been cited for bravery. He has 
married a pretty, white French girl, bet- 


ter described as trash, the proprietress 
of a small inn. He loves her, but she 


has married him only because she has 
believed the fanciful stories about his 
New Orleans mansion and his healthy 
bankroll. 

Israel grows homesick. The sight of 
the American forces preparing to leave 
makes him morose and his greedy wife 
cannot understand his feelings, sincé 
she already has expressed her willing- 
mess to go back with him, and his only 
explanation for refusing is that she 
would not be happy in America.

Woven into this structure are some 
picturesque scenes involving the lighter 
moments of the colored troops in France 
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that might best be described as negro 
What Price Glory? The broad humor of 
the negro is given ample play, and some 
excellent dancing and singing offers 
welcome relief to the gripping drama 
that permeates the play. 

Rideout seldom preaches, and while 
he is expert at creating some halr- 
raising situations and intricate prob- 
lems, he never offers a solution. In this 
way he has made the theme of Goin’ 
Hiome more palatable than it otherwise 
could be. 

Undoubtedly the production will be a 
more closely knit piece of work before 
many days have passed. The expert 
eyes of Brock Pemberton will soon per- 
ceive that the first act 1s slow getting 
under way, is overburdened with repeti- 
tious dialog undoubtedly caused by a 
too evident fear that the audience will 
not grasp some of the details planted 
therein 

Richard Hale plays Israel and his per- 
formance on the whole is tender and 
moving Barbara Bulgakov has caught 
the brassy coldness of the white wife, 
offering a striking contrast to the fervid 
emotionalism of the husband. Russell 
Hicks makes the major a living char- 
acter, breathing into it all the blind 
bigotry the part implies. Georges 
Renevant makes the most of the role of 
a French commandant, altho it is only 
in the final scenes that he is given much 
opportunity. 

Clarence Redd is colorful as the 
Senegalese, his dervish dance being one 
of the highlights of the play. The 
comedy requirements are vested in John 
Irwin and Ralph Cullinan as a pair of 


M. P.’s, and Leo Bailey and Brevard 
Burnett, as a team of negro buck 
privates. The latter is the most im- 


pressive of the quartet. Thomas Mose- 
ley, aS 2a disgruntled black man who 
finds it tough going in this “white 
man's world”, is excellent. 

Raymond Sovey’s single setting is 
ample.

Willard Mack, true to form, has fol- 
lowed his usual route in writing this 
Saga of Chicago's gang world. a slight 
difference being that he has embellished 
it more fully with revolver shots, ma- 
chine guns and bombs But what of 
that? Mack’s works can never be de- 
scribed as uninteresting, however full 
they may be of the hocus-pocus that 
drew packed houses for the old 10-20-30 
drama and made the early “Wild West” 
motion pictures so popular. Gang War 
is no exception 

While the play is an effective thriller 
and as such will find a wide response, 
the fact remains that it could have 
stepped into the smash hit class had the 
author been more painstaking and subtie 
in the writing and directing of the piece 
There are few writers for the theater 
who possess Maeck’s sense of the dra- 
matic, but there are plenty who, if 
given the basic situations, could have 
more deftly turned them into an ef- 
fective product 

The. most glaring defects in Gang War 
are centered around the character draw- 
ing in general and the slipshod con- 


struction of the first act. It is true 
that the play is a rough-and-ready, 
boisterous and rowdy piece of hokum, 
full of the german-silver bravado and 
over-theatricalisms of its characters, but 
it could have been a serious interpreta- 
tion of one of the most interesting 
items of Americana—and more forcefully 
In using the oroad strokes of his crude 
hands, Mack has entirely overlooked 
those delicate flourishes that distinguish 
the expert craftsman and make of char- 
acters something more than stage props 

This opus of gangland is a “yes and 
no” proposition that is constantly going 
cff on a tangent only to be snapped 
back to its senses by the blast of a 
tomb or the rattle of a machine gun 
In the first act it alms at melodrama 
and just when it is about to reacn its 
mark some quirk in the author's make- 
up has switched him to burlesque, The 
action wavers between these tvo lines 
without ever reaching either, altho Geng 
War might have been a fine play had 
one or the other been followed thruout. 
Again it would appear that Mack has a 
failing of leaving nothing to the illusion. 
Every detai' of the action, under his 
formula, must be worked out in full 
view of the audience even tho it be done 
with the realism and precision that 
might be expected from a youngster 
Playing “bad man” with & squirt gun 
Certaintly Gang Wear would be a more 
impressive production if the audience 
were given opportunities for using its 
imagination 

The play concerns itself with the Chi- 
cago “beer racket” and the yellow in- 
trigue that passes for courage in that 
war-ridden world. Two gangs are fight- 
ing for supremacy. The leader of one is 
called from church and shot down, and 
from then on the stage is nothing more 
than a dressed-up shooting gallery in 
which the various succeeding leaders 
are the targets. Interwoven is a frail 
story of misguided love that costs two 
lives, while on the sidelines stands a 
police official who revels in the whole- 
sale butchery as long as it is confined 
to casualties in the gangs. Thru all 
this Mack curses and foams, prays and 
cermonizes and does everything but 
wave the flag to hold attention on his 
characters. 

Except in a few cases, Gang War is 
Not expertly played and indeed it is 
a powerful argument against conforming 
strictly to type casting. True, the play- 
ers, as far as physical appearances ¢o, 
are well placed, but any belief in them 
is soon lost when they are given lines 
to speak. There are some noticeable 
exceptions to this reaction, however, and 
it is very doubtful whether any better 
characterizations could have been drawn 
than those contributed by Robert Mid- 
dlemass a5 the phiegmatic police lieu- 
tenant, and Anne Forrest as the gang 
leader's sweetheart. The former gives 
the most believable and human per- 
formance in the play while Miss Forrest 
is at her best in those scenes that call 
for some tense emotional acting on 
her part. Another restrained and honest 
piece of work is done by Walter Gilbert, 
ene of the gang. Hardie Albright is in- 
clined to be too unemotional and un- 
concerned eas the cultured and refined 
youth who shoots it out with the gang 
head who has ruined his girl. Wilma 
Lanyon, as that girl, fails to get any 
place with the part, displaying a 
nervousness and jerky handling of lines 
that was not only irritable, but failed 
to arouse any sympathy for a character 
that should have drawn much 

Donald Kirke is spotty as the yellow 
gang leader. at times displaying an iIn- 
telligent conception of the role, but 
more often résorting to trite theatrical- 
ierms to get .his ideas across Clyde 
Veaux. as a revengeful Ttallan gangster, 
a'so detracted from the force of his 
playing by a tendency to greatly over- 
act, espedially in his scenes in the open- 
ing act 


The remainder of the cast has little 
to do and they do it with a varying 
Gegree of success Beatrice Nichols at 
least handled her role with understand- 
ing and conviction, As for the rest, they 
were the types physically, but they have 
failed to grasp the mental attitude of 
the characters they portray. 

Mack's direction, insofar 
features are concerned, 
he has failed to grasp 
portunities for those delicate bits of 
business that could have lifted this 
play into a first-rate nttraction. The set- 
tings @re suitable.

Relations is a harmless and altogether 
trivial comedy, tediously repetitious in 
construction and so overburdened with 
talk that its objective is completely 
submerged in the muddle. At least the 
play gets nowhere after two and one. 
half fidgety hours, and when the cur- 
tain drops the situation is exactly as it 
was in the beginning without even the 
relieving gesture of a proposed solution 
of the problem the action presents 

If any fault is most glaring in the 
play it is that the author has ‘stretched 
to the requirements of the full-length 
drama material that was only strong 
enough to construct a substantial one- 
act work. Again he evidently had in- 
tended making the piece a study in 
characters, but he has missed that mark 
because his portraits have not been 
drawn with sufficient delicacy to carry 
weight, nor are they believably human 
enough to overcome the frailties of the 
script with which they are handicapped 

It is likely that the question of 
whether or not it is desirable in busi- 
ness to surround one’s self with relative: 
is among the most widely mooted 
problems. Surely it has been the sub- 
ject for supper-table discussion, at some 
time or other, in practically every home 
Such being the case, it might be logical 
to assume that Edward Clark was in- 
spired to write the play in the hope 
that it would find a ready response in 
this popular chord. But to further 
strengthen his theme he has set it in a 
Jewish atmosphere, knowing full well 
the general admiration that centers on 
that people for the sanctity and rever- 
ence with which it holds racial and 
family ties. The truth of the matter is, 
however, that even these two trump 
cards fail to offset the humbering dialog, 
the clumsy situations and the insipid 
sentimentalities with which the play ts 
constructed. In brief, the author built 
of clay when he had plenty of granite 
at hand with which to construct a 
sturdy drama, and with no more effort 
than was utilized tn the inconsequential 
product that resulted. 

“Uncle Wolfe” operates @ small mil- 
linery establishment on the Lower East 
Side, New York. His entire staff is 
composed of lazy, irresponsible relatives 
who shirk their duties and impose on 
his good nature. As a result of this 
condition the business is dwindling 
and he is faced with financial ruin. He 
discharges these relations and vows that 
henceforth his business associates wil! 
be strangers. This decision is no sooner 
made when a long-lost relative from 
Australia walks In. He has $17,000 and 
a firm belief in relatives, so he buys 
out “Uncle Wolfe” and re-engages the 
discharged cousins, uncles and what- 
not 

Modern methods are applied zo the 
business and things prosper nicely, but 
Just when the outlook is most optimistic 
“Uncle Wolfe” decides to return to the 
millinery field and opens an establish- 
ment next door, From this point on the 
play resorts to nothing better than drab 
discussions between the two merchants 
as to the pros and cons of the relation- 
ship problem, with each supporting his 
own theory In the end both fall in 
business, but tho play is dragged back 
into the happy-ending class by hav- 
ing an unseen relative die and leave a 
huge estate, thus keeping everyone from 
the poorhouse. But when the final cur-

64 
torrid day. The Big Pond is in this 
category. It is an evening of fruitful 


entertainment that will tax the men- 
tality of no one and, at least, tickle the 
palate of everyone. 


So flimsy is the texture of this tid- 
bit that only the deft craftsmanship of 
two such experienced play builders as 
George Middieton and A. E. Thomas has 
succeeded in keeping it alive. But even 
so, it hes been an effort, and at times 
the plecs gives evidence of staggering, 
only to gain a new foothold with the 
injection of some artificial stimulation. 
The authors have been superficial in 
the handling of a bright and exceptional 
idea and while they deserve credit for 
giving it life, the fact remains that 
they have but scratched the surface cf 
its possibilities. 


How would a cultured French gentle- 
man react if set in the Babbitt-made 
end standardized go-getterism of a Mid- 
dle-Western industrial city? That is the 
seed from which The Big Pond has been 
Conceived. The first act is set ina 
Venetian palace, occupied by an Illinois 
rubber magnate and his family, includ- 
ing a charming daughter with romantic 
ideas. She falls in love with an im- 
poverished but cultured young French- 


‘man and broaches question of such a 


Marriage to her father, a nervous and 
spasmodic Rotarian whose sole interest 
in life centers around the study of 
balance sheets. His reaction may easily 
be gvessed. He soon calms down, how- 
cver, and agrees to bring this foreigner 
back to America and the rubber fac- 
tory, believing that the young man will 
not appear so favorable to the girl when 
he is thrust into the hustle and bustle 
of American business. 


The second act is in the Middle-West- 
ern city six months later, The ambitious 
Frenchman has become so saturated 
with the insidious energy of American 
business that he has no time for 
romancing, or the girl, end has complete- 
ly forgotten his old-world background, 
even referring to Venice as “that dump”. 
Her distaste for this metamorphosis is 
so keen that when the foreigner does 
ret arounc to proposing, she refuses 
him. All the time there has been a 
neighbor boy, an employee of her fa- 
ther’s shipping room, who has been 
hanging around. He was in Venice with 
them. but she could find nothing inter- 
esting about him because of his prosaic 
American outlook. Suddenly. however, he 
shows an interest in art and. in order to 
cause a definite break with the French 
youth, she announces her engagement 
to the Middle Westerner. 

The final act centers around a con- 
sultation between these three characters 
the two men anxiously seeking the girl's 
hand. The final curtain shows her in 
the arms of the foreigner, with the 
American, whose arms had held her two 
minutes previously, moving toward the 
door It is to be supposed that she has 
accepted the former, but there is noth- 
ing definite to show her decision. 

Because of this muddled ending the 
reaction to the play is apt to be unsatis- 
factory. There is no doubt but that the 
eympathios of the audience are with the 
Frenchman, but, logically, considering 
the unstable character of the girl, it is 
more than likely that she would turn 
to the American youth, inasmuch as the 
cultural urge in both is little more than

a gesture. It is to be hoped that the 
iuthors will see that their attempt to 
satisfy both outlooks is a weakness. 

While an exccllent piece of character 
drawing has been done in creating the 
Frenchman, the same can not be said 
of the American youth. The contrast 
between the two is not sufficiently 
marked, with the result that the latter 
character is never believable and much 
ef the effectiveress of the final scenes 
is lost. 

The cast and the playing of this 
whimsy is excellent Kenneth Mac- 
Kenna, as the impoverished Frenchman, 
is superb. His accents, intonations and 
gestures are always believable and he 
has instilled the ‘character with dis- 
tinguishing qualities that in less expert 
hands would be botched. Harlan Briegs 
is the father and the comedy burden 
ic carried easily on his slight shoulders 
Reed Brown, Jr., as the American boy. is 
handicapped by the uneven tenor of the 
part itself, altho his playing of it is 
all that could be asked. He is placed 
at a disadvantage in the first act and 
the unsympathetic reaction to these 
early scenes is only partly overcome in 
what follows. This, too, results from 
inherent defects in the part. 

Lucile Nikolas is altogether charming 
as the girl. Sometimes her interpreta- 
tion drops to papier-mache proportions. 
but these moments are few and far be- 
tween. Frankly, the character is irritat- 
ing, and it wotuld be more pleasing if 
both of the affable young lovers walked 
her off. Doris Rankin does hardly more 
than a “bit” and moreover she is 
strained and awkward. The part could 
readily be done away with. Marie Curtis 
is excellent as the mother, as are Marius 
Rogati, Virginia Russell and Penelope 
Rowland in the minor assignments. 

Edwin H. Knopf deserves a word of 
praise for his iutelligent direction and 
the settings of Arne J. Lundborg are 
most effective.

In order to ob- 
tain “background” to write of Broadway 
doings he surrounds himself with what 
he conceives to be typical Bohemians— 
an artist, a literary agent, a radio an- 
nouncer and others.

The latter grasps the 
situation and conceives the idea of send- 
ing her husband and the vamp off to 
Bar Harbor together to cure him of his 
infatuation. The clever working out of 
her ruse makes excellent entertainment. 

There are some slight inconsistencies 
that no doubt will pass unnoticed by the 
laity. Most of the characters, however. 
ring true and the players handle their 
roles very well.’ Elliott Nugent plays the 
part of the young newspaperman from 
Ohio in an iIngenuous manner that fits 
him personally, but seems somewhat out 
of place in a hewspaperman. Norma Lee 
gives a pleasing characterization of the 
newspaperman's wife, and J. C. Nugent, 
as the owner of a chain of papers, is con- 
vincing and perhaps true to life.

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Broadway Plays Lose Outlet 
Of Future Stock Production 


Main Stem Managers Believe Poor Shows Will Be Eliminated and 
Average Quality Raised Because Stock Producers No Longer 
Think New York Attractions Draw in Other Communities 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27-—A gradual change of attitude on the part of operators 
of stock companies toward legitimate attractions that are offered in Broadway 
theaters has reached the point during the last few months that is beginning to 


be felt in Times Square circ'es 


As a result, the character of Broadway shows 


and the quality of such productions will unquestionably change, and in the 


opinion of certain individuals, both 
prominent in stock and in Main Stem 
theatrical activities, the present season 
will see the beginning of this new de- 
velopment 

The development is due to the fact 
that many stock operators now believe 
that a play is not an attractive stock 
proposition because i} had a Broadway 
showing. Furthermore, it is not necessary 
for a play to have been offered cn Broad- 
way in ‘@rder to get it booked by stock 
companies. And, what is most significant 
of all. there is continually growing feel- 
Ing, among stock audiences, as well as 
among stock producers, that the adver- 
tisement “Hit on Broadway” is not a 
draw for stock in the average community. 

No an authority than Lester Al 
Smith expresses this opinion. Smith is 
partner of the Roberson-Smith Players. 
which is the largest Operator of dramatic 


lens 


stock companies in the United States 
and Canada 
This lief has been crystallized by 


stock managers’ cxperiences with New 
York successes and amash hits. Such out- 
standing attractions as Broadway, Tenth 
Avenue and The Barker are reported by 
certain etock managers to be decided 
flops when produced in stock. In fact 
shows based on themes that have the 
strongent appeal to urban audiences, such 
as subjects dealing with crime, inside 
dope on show business, rum running, 
police graft, do mot arouse even the mild 
curiosity of the smal'er communities 

Since it is an unquestioned fact that 
many suthore and producers offer plays 
on Brosdway that they know will not 
dick on this street simply because ther 
believe a Broadway production will en- 
hance its stock value, Broadway pro- 
cucers and theater owners are confident 
that the majority of such shows will, in 
the future, never be offered now that the 
Pulling power of Broadway is nil with 
the stock men. Producers of such shows 
wil] have no reason for bringing in shows 
thet they know can last but two or 
three weeks. Elther they wil) go directly 
to stock people or else quit the game, or 
ele turn to sponsoring shows that have 
8 chance in New York. This naturally 
Will elevate the average quality of Broad- 
Way attractions, and will cut down on 
the number of poor offerings, which was 
Unusually farge during the past season. 
And this. of course, will react to the ad- 
vantage of theater owners, ticket 
agencies, players and others along the 
rect.

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Many Broadway Musicals 
Are Box-Office Successes 


Only Three Shows Are Offered in Cut-Rate Agencies, All Former 
Hits Rounding Out Long-Run Records—Have Higher 
Average as Money Makers Than Dramatics 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27—The musical productions of Broadway have been stand- 
ing up unusually well from the box-Office point of view during the present summer. 


On the whole, 
occupying theaters in the Times Square 


there has “been an encouraging number of musical 


offerings 
district for so warm a period, and the 


fact that many of these have been holdovers that opened anywhere from last fall 


to the middle of the winter indicates 
thet the public for musical attractions 
is far from being on the wane. In fact, 
this condition is so indicative of the 
growing desire among New Yorkers and 
visitors to the metropolis for revues and 
book shows that it is given as cone of the 
principal reasons why such extensive pro- 
Gucing plans are being mace for the 
current season in the musical comedy 
field. 

This condition is in direct contrast 
with the situation in the legitimate dra- 
matic sphere, with the comparison 
greatly in favor of the producers of musi- 
cal attractions. In the play area, the 
number of shows that are just about 
staggering along outnumber the offerings 
that are growing a fair percentage of 
profits And, judging from the general 
development since the start of the sum- 
mer, the number of dramatic shows that 
are due to fold up, even tho they thué 
make way for more financially desirable 
offerings, is much larger than the num- 
ber of musical comedies that will close 
in short order. In fact, so high is the 
quality of the latter that most of those 
now running are figured to stick for 4 
long time to come. 

The cut-rate agencies are a barometer 
of this condition and they attest to the 
accuracy of the above statements. At 
one of the leading establishments there 
are only three musicals to be had for 
less than box-office rates: This means 
that approximately 25 per cen. of the 
musicals are asking for patronage, as 
against the 75 per cent that are doing 
business over the counter and thru the 
other agencies. The three thus offered 
are A Connecticut Yankee, which opened 
November 3 and was a smash hit for 
many months at the Vanderbilt Thea- 
ter; Rain or Shine, the Joe Cook vehicle, 
which Jones & Green brought to the 
George M. Cohan Theater February 9 
to the unanimous huzzas of the critics, 
and Present Arms, which has been a 
draw since April 26 at Lew Fields’ Mans- 
field Theater. 

While nearly 75 per cent of the musi- 
cals are doing well, the odious com- 
parison reveals that only about 40 per 
cent of the dramatic shows can keep out 
of the cutrates, meaning that around 60 
per cent of the plays are not successful.

Tendency Since 1924 Reaches Height This Season—Fewer Musicals 
on Broadway This August Than in Many Years, But More 


Productions Listed That 


Have Long-Run Records 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27.-—With the closing of this month, the records show that 
August, 1928, had the fewest number of musical shows in the last five years, 
despite the fact that the trade cen also brag about having an unusually sma!! 
number of musical flops. This record is consistently true of every week in the 


month, as compared with every corresponding week 
year, 


The month of August, this 
opened with 10 musical attractions 
settled in Broadway theaters. The sec- 
ond week—or August 6, to be exact— 
Far! Carroll brought his seventh edition 
of his Vanitiea to the 50th Street house, 
and this brought the total to 11, where 
it will stand until the month its ended. 
The opening week of August last year 
saw 13 musicals and the year before that 
reached the peak of the last five years 
with 15 productions, for the number 
tapered off to 13 in 1925 and 11 in 1924. 

Au the month progressed in past sea- 
sons, the number of musicals increased, 
thus showing an earlier activity than 
has been experienced this year. In fact, 
the tendency has gradually been to delay 
the openings of fall musical offerings 
until) September, and this is most 
clearly brought out this season, when 
many musicals are In the offing despite 
the fact that few have yet arrived. 


The year 1924 is particularly interest- 
ing in tracing this significant develop- 
ment, for August, 1924, represents the 
last time that the managers of Broadway 
musicals considered it wise to make an 
early entrance with their shows. Starting 
the month with 11 musical attractions 
in 1924, one was added the second week, 
ahother the third week and seven the 
final week, thus making a total of 20 
musicals on the boards when the month 
ended. In the last week the shows that 
were thus opened were Be Yoursel/, 
Chocolate Dandies, Earl Carroll's Vanities, 
Passing Show. Rost-Marie, Stepping 
Stones and Top Hole 


The following August only one musical 
Was opened, bringing the month to a 
close with 13 shows, the same number 
with which it opened. one production 
having closed. The same number rounded 
out the month in 1926, but last year 
there were 15 musicals showing when 
September came. 


August, this year, however, has musi- 
cals that will finish the month with 
longer runs than in the last five years, 
sd It has more shows in the hich num- 
birs than any August since 1923. This 
August, Good News will have over 420 
Performances and ™Me Connecticut 
Yonkee will run to 357. Last August The 
Desert Song ied with 311 and Peggy Ann 
came second with 282. In August, 1926, 
Sunny led with 306. and The Vagabond 
King had 395, and in 1924 Kid Boots and 
Charlot’s Repue were high scorers, the 
former playing {ts 2@1st performance and 
the latter its 274th. In addition to the 
long-run records set this August, how- 
ever, there are three other shows that 
either equal or pass the best of these 
past years. They are Rosalie, with 263 
performances; Show Boat, with 289, and 
Rein or Shine, with 236.

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Radical Changes in Contracts 
Demanded by Stage Unions 


Approach of Labor Day Brings Vital Discussions on Eight-Hour 
Day, Overtime and Lighting of Lobby Cutouts, With 
Three-Year Agreement in Sight 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27—Radical changes in working conditions and salaries 
of International Alliance members of the Metropolitan District are being forecast 
by those in the know, who are keeping a careful watch on conferences between 


labor officials and theater circuit executives. 


These conferences, which have taken 


place several times a week during the past momrth, ere a preliminary to the sign- 


ing of new agreements to supersede the 
present arrangement, which comes to an 
end on Labor Day. 

While William Canavan and other of- 
ficials of the International body are con- 
cerning themselves with new agreements 
for traveling Alliance members, the local 
unions, No.1 (covering Manhattan, Bronx 
and Staten Islend) and No. 4 (covering 
Brooklyn and Queens), are preparing 
their own agreements under the local 
autonomy provisions in the by-laws of 
the International Alliance. 

Altho local agreements in the past be- 
tween the Alliance and employers were 
for two-year periods, there is talk current 
that an effort will be made by the union 
to make the new agreement valid for 
three years. The strongest point, how- 
ever, in the demands presented during 
the negotiations by the two local unions, 
is that the opening of the fall season 
should signalize the installation of an 
eight-hour day. Officials of the locals 
explain that the agitation for an eight- 
hour day was started some time ago. but 
the matter has been held in abeyance 
until the propitious time, which is the 
present, when new agreements are about 
to be signed. Their main point of con- 
tention is that stagehands and others in 
allied fields should be treated on a par 
with other unionized trades. One of the 
officials stated: “We are trying to make 
working conditions humane, altho we 
constantly bear in mind the viewpoint of 
the employer.” 

While there is little likelihood that 
there will be a demand for increased 
salaries, the fact that an eight-hour day 
is being insisted upon by the local unions 
will make for extra compensation for 
stagehands on the two change days a 
week in split-week houses and extra 
compensation on Sundays and Wednes- 
days, when back-stage employees are re- 
quired to work longer in order to take 
down hangings for acts finishing en- 
gagements. 

There is a divergence of opinion, even 
among local union heads, as to the pres- 
ent working conditions. One business 
agent declared that stagehands are now 
everaging nine hours a day, while another 
said he has proof that in certain neigh- 
borhood houses the backstage crews are 
required to put in an average of 12 hours 
@ cay 

Discussion of the points at issue with 
theater circuit executives brought state- 
ments from them that they have not the 
least doubt that the major points of the 
controversy will be cleared up amicably 
by the time agreements are to be signed. 
“We have never had trouble before, and 
there is no reason why any should be 
started now,” one circuit official stated. 

One fairly important question, that of 
installing elaborate cut-out displays in 
theater lobbys, will have to be threshed 
out before agreements are signed. Altho 
not written in the present agreement, the 
Brooklyn local has stood its ground the 
p2st season in classifying these cut-out 
novelties, as included in the “stage 
equipment and lighting” category.

In New Letter-Writing Trick 


Operators of Scattered Houses Flooded With Price-Cutting Hokum— 
Chiselers Use Alleged Date Conflicts as Ruse To 
Grab Business 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27—The hook-and-crook independent vaudeville booking 


offices 


have been devoting the last several 


weeks to letter-writing campaigns 


Complaints are heard from the reputable offices that the operators of scattered 
houses on their books using attractions for the summer ere being flooded with 
honey-phrased communications from these irresponsible independents, informing 


them that certain acts booked into their 
houses have already been signed to con- 
tracts by the writers. The house operator 
then reads that as a favor to him the 
attraction referred to in the note will be 
sold to him for the same date at less 
money. Besides, the letter-writing house 
grabber informs his correspondent that 
he has a list of similar acts that are “real 
box-office attractions, and can be bought 
for less money.” 

The object of the letter-writing cam- 
paigns by the house grabbers, with noth- 
ing on their hands now but rent and 
telephone bills, is to make house op- 
erators bite by engaging in a letter or 
telegraph battle with their booking of- 
fices, and answering the house grabbers’ 
letters and requesting therein a trial 
show. One of the ethical independert 
offices injured by the new wrinkle in 
house-stealing methods wised himself up 
to the true state of affairs without losing 
much time. He immediately produced 
play-or-pay contracts, signed by an act 
claimed by one of the long-distance grab- 
bers, and convinced the puzzled house 
operator that the letter complaining about 
a conflict in dates was a ruse:to establish 
booking relations with the coveted stand. 

In the pre-season process of lining up 
houses, disreputable offices are again 
waving contracts in the faces of inde- 
pendent operators showing that acts for 
which they are paying decent money 
formerly worked for the contract holders 
for coffee and cake. Out-of-town op- 
erators are generally misled by the in- 
disputable evidence of their overpaying 
“for stage material. Few of them take 
into consideration the fact that the acts 
worked for the coffee-and-cake offices 
while breaking in new-routines. In view 
of the persistence of the outlawed offices 
in using cut-rate contracts to attract 
trade, most of the firmly established in- 
Gependents are conducting their own 
educational campaigns, thru which the 
consumers of acts in the sticks are wised 
up to the methods of act booking in the 
larger show business centers.

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—The warfare that was expected to break forth last week 


between the Combined Amusement Crafts, 


comprising various theatrical trade 


organizations, and one of the iargest vaudeville circuits failed to materialize, but 


a@ circuit tieup threatens. Tentative action 


at a meeting of the union heads last 


Friday was put over until Friday of this week, when another conference will be 


held, and definite action taken against 
the erring circuit for violation of the 
union agreement. 

It was reported that the disagreement 
existed between the unions and the Fox 
and Proctor circuits. However, Charles 
Lessing, president of the Combined 
Amusement Crafts, and of the~ United 
Scenic Artists’ Association, the lat*er one 
of the disgruntled individual factions, de- 
clared to The Billboard that the differ- 
ence with the Fox Circuit had been 
ironed out to the mutual satisfaction of 
both parties concerned. 

On the other hand, Lessing, who has 
been working diligently for peace, 
charges that the violations on the part 
of the other circuit have been flagrant, 
and serious action is certain on the part 
of the craftsmen if the condition is not 
remedied. This week's confab should 
result in something definite as to whether 
the combined units of the labor organi- 
zation are to join in tying up the cir- 
cuit under fire, or whether an amicable 
understanding can be reached between 
the two warring factions. 

Relative to union controversies with 
house managements, it is learned that 
William J. Harrer, seventh vice-president 
of the International Theatrical Stege 
Employees Alliance, has succeeded in 
clearing up the trouble between Local 
840 end managers of a Corning (N. Y.) 
theater. The dispute arose when the 
managers decided to operate the stage 
themselves on nights when vaudeville 
and local-talent entertainment were of- 
fered. Refusal to put on union men, de- 
spite the fact that union operators and 
musicians were employed, brought about 
the controversy.

Fair Entertainment 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 25.—When Cecil 
De Mille conceived the idea of producing 
The Gcdless Girl he no doubt realized 
that a picture based on atheism and 
evils of reform schools would cause un-~ 
usual comment and he has succeeded. 
The cruelty shown in the reform-school 
scenes are nothing less than barbaric, 
and, altho Mr. De Mille states he has 
proof that such treatment is accorded 
inmates cf some such institutes, it is 
obvious that the story has been carried 
to extremes. The picture had its pre- 
miere showing at the Biltmore Theater 
Monday. 

The picture is likely due for trouble 
with censors and may never reach the 
ecreen in some States, perhaps because 
it may ring true and perhaps because 
it is considered exaggerated in the ex- 


treme. Both would be sufficient reason 
to bar it. 
It is fair entertainment, but not of 


the type that is complimentary to Mr. 
De Mille, the master producer. There are 
tense scenes, thrills aplenty and ex- 
tremely stirring scenes, yet there are 
other parts of the film that drag con- 
siderably-—due possibly to improper cut- 
ting. 

The leading roles ere well enacted. 
Lina Basquette as the girl atheist leader 
is a new type of heroine. As the domi- 
neering leader she is well cast in some 
parts, while in others she does not fill 


the bill. George Duryea, a newcomer 
to the screen, does well as the boy 
leader of “The Believers”. Eddie Quil- 


lan as the comedy lead tends to relieve 
the many depressing scenes. His comedy 
is new, refreshing and without flaw.

conclude that independent offices are 
required to expend too much time and 
expense in beating down the other fel- 
lows to have much of either of these 
resources left to develop their business 
internally. Yet. such offices as those 
headed by Jack Linder, Pally Markus 
and Arthur Fisher are on top of the 
heterogeneous pile, and it is possible 
that they are entrenched strong enough

Whereas in normal weeks these 
acts are labeled as inconsequentia! 
showing items, during New Faces Week 
the big-time vaudeville experts probably 
had themselves deluded into thinking 
that the showing acts were far creater 
in number than they actually are on 
ledger paper 

At the Palace, three acts were referred 
to in the program as “first time here” 
and a fourth, Lou Holtz, came under 
the classification of “first time in 
years”. There's no telling how many 
seasons the “first time here” acts have 
been playing tn other E-A-O houses. 
The state of affairs at the Palace ts 
illustrative of the character of show 
layouts last week in the other of the 
circuit's New York houses. Why not 
call a spade a spade, particularly when 
the aforesaid spade takes the pot. 


BY LAUNCHING the gigantic drive, 
known as Vaudeville’s New Era Celebra- 
tion, before sailing last week, Joseph 
P. Kennedy brought to a fitting close 
the first act of his splendid work in 
giving a new lease of life to the K-A-O 
organization The elaborate details of 
the campaign to sell K-A-O vaudeville 
to the American and Canadian public 
bespeak a sincere Intention to carry out 
faithfully all of the ideas of Kennedy 
and his associates. 


The “New Era” in vaudeville, restricted 
tho it be to the K-A-O brand, should 
exert a beneficial influence on all spe- 
cies of vaudeville. Competition is the 
life of business. By this token, the bip- 
time forces will attract new and more 
consistent patronage for themselves and 
also draw public attention to the prod- 
ucts of their opposition. It is hoped 
that the curtain will be rung down on 
the “New Era” celebration next season 


with this branch of show business solid- 
ly intrenched financially and in popu- 
larity. The picture bouse bugaboo as 
fatal opposition has already been shown 
up in its real colors. It is now left for 
Old Man Vaudeville to assert himself. 


WISE IS THE MAN who knows when 
it's time to call a hait. He need not 
be driving a team of horses either. Some 
time ago (let's put it more than two 
seasons back) ome of the wisecracking 
clan put something in his bag of nifties 
about Jack Osterman. The gag was 
greeted with a deafening hand and a 
volume of heehaws exceeding those ex- 
pected to be let out by a picnic of jack- 
asses. Since then, whenever a gag me- 
chanic finds things lagging at the Pal- 
ace of at one of those professional bene- 
fits, something is whispered, blurted 
outright: or double-entendred about 
this fellow Osterman and everything is 
rosy again. 

This Osterman-baiting business has 
become a nuisancs Ask those of 
any audience just what they are lauch- 
ing at when one of the Osterman ses- 
Sions is in progress cnd we wager the 
answer will be the indisputable gesture 
of those who know naught, but crince 
in fear of bdallyhooing it, ““Mind your 
own business.” 

The mention of the Osterman name 
in wise-cracking situations has reached 
the stage where it gets the laughs by 
mob custom; akin to the reaction ex- 
pected from the mentioning in inconse- 
quential situations of Peggy Juyce and 
Peaches Browning. If Osterman is real- 
ly deserving in eminence of such bresks 
it is a pity that he doesn't collect any 
royalty. If the constant nagging on his 
hame is meant to be disparaging it's 
about time he got busy and sent his 
lawyer's process servers on the trail. No 
single individual along the Big Street 
is worthy of all this distinction—or 


mud splashing. 


Cinematorials 
By ROY CHARTIER 


JOSEPH SCHENCK is sensible on the 
subject of sound films. His utterances 
after a survey of the situation in Europe 
are significant. While not all will agree 
with him on the point that sound films 
are merely a passing fad, one must agree 
that sound films and not talkies are the 
most sensible to produce in considera- 
tion of the difficulties that confront 2 
producer in distributing American-made 
films in foreign countries, where many 
languages prevail. 

There is another item that must be 
carefully considered, and that is the cost. 

Of the thousands of theaters in 
America less than a third, perhaps, can 
really afford expensive sound installa- 
tion at the present time. The creat 
volume of return from every film pro- 
duced comes from these numerous thea- 
ters. Already they pay heavily for the 
weight of carrying the stars. They must 
book big names to keep up with com- 
petition, and frequently a big film is put 
in at a loss. Bucking the weather and 
high prices of programs, the ordinary 
theater cannot stretch its running ex- 
penses another jot. Universal sound 
programs would put many of them out 
of business. 

On the other hand, the “talkies” come 
as a stimulus to the big circuits which, 
with radio competition, were beginning 
to slump for the want of novelty. The 
sound films give them new life and new 
magnetism. If the huge monopoly that 
has captured the sound-film patents will 
produce installation within the means of 
the small exhibitor it will save the goose 
that lays the golden egg, for, after all, 
it is not what a producer sells to him- 
self, but what he sells to outsiders, that 
constitutes his manufacturing profit. 

The market will not stand a film pro- 
gram at twice or three times the present 
cost—it will not stand for synchroniza- 
tion that is produced merely for the 
purpose of making noise. The sound 
films must be economical and they must 
be works of real art, with sound effects 
Operating only where they will enhance 
the production. A Chinese drama is ac- 
companied by a continuous wailing of 
strings and blasting of cymbals It 
drives an Occidental nearly insane. That 
is what some of the sound films of today 
closely resemble 

Straight talking films may be pro- 
duced for consumption in this country 
and Canada. There is market encugh 
for them right here and they will always 
remain a high-grade product of fascinat-

Movietone Expert Tells Trade 
How Film Talkies Are Produced 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27. — Dougla¢ 
Shearer, expert, engaged in installing 
the movietone apparatus in the M-G-M 
studies, has given a clear description 
of the technicalities of this particular 
kind of tonefilm so that an actor, ex- 
hibitor or writer may comprehend at 
least this method of sound film produc- 
tion. The movietone differs from most 
other talkies in that the sound is pro- 
duced with the former on the film it- 
self, while the latter reproduce the 
sound with a disk the same as a phono- 
graph record. Censor eliminations cause 
large problems. Wear and tear is an- 
other difficulty. Eighteen showings, it 
is said,.will “deaden” the sound life of 
a tonefilm with the sound recording on 
the film, and, in like manner, a disk is 
soon worn to the stage of sound defi- 
ciency. _To get a buy print of a subject 
runs imto $100 per reel, while it costs 
only 75- cents to buy a new disk. 

“The Movietone,” explained Shearer. 
in ® special interview, “is in reality a 
most symple application of two well- 
known principles, photography and elec- 
tricity. In effect, it transforms sound 
waves into light waves, and then changes 
them back from light waves to sound 
waves again. 

“Light, as everybody knows, affects a 
photographic film, a bright light caus- 
ing it to turn binck, a dim light causing 
it to turn dark, but not so black, while 
darkness leaves it white 

“The electric light is heated by elec- 
‘tricity until it glows; if the current 
passing thru it is weakened it glows 
less brightly. Weaken it still farther 
and the light goes out, and increase the 
current and it Increases In brightness 

“The Bhird factor is the photoelectric 
cell or Gight valve. Certain substances 


such as selenium become less resistant 
to electricity as more light is thrown on 
them—so that by causing a flickering 
light to play on a cell, the electricity 
passing thru it pulsates as the light 
flickers. 


“The Movietone simply puts these 
things together. While the film is be- 
ing exposed, as it passes by the lens, 
& Small portion passes across a slit in 
which a tiny light glows. This light is 
connected to the microphone, and as 
sound vibrates this microphone its vari- 
ations In current cause the little light 
to glow now brightly, now dimly, this 
leaving a track of spots of different 
densities on the film. 


“When the film is projected on the 
screen, the images of these little light 
spots are passed over a light valve, so 
that the varying shades permit current 
passing thru the cell to fluctuate, or 
duplicate the fluttering current that 
came from the microphone. This cur- 
rent is amplified as is radio current and 
sent thru a loud speaker. 


“In practice the light is held in a 
little cell before one edge of the film, 
and passes thru a quartz slit. In the 
projector the light valve is held in the 
same position by a similar metal hous- 
ing. Once adjusted, the expert says, the 
apparatus is practically ‘foolproof’. 


“In recording, however, the process 
is complicated, as the output of hidden 
microphones, some nearer and some fur- 
ther from the actors, has to be ‘mixed’ 
or modulated in the monitor room by 
experts who, with earphones clamped 
to their ears, stand before switchboards 
and control the delicate currents by 
which the volume and audibility are 
contretied and kept uniform.”

the Century Play Company. T.R.M P.A. 
did this same thing several months ago, 
only our members didn't take advantage 
of the plan and the stock managers did 
It's Just a ditference in perspective. 


Every member of our organization 
should be interested im the Little Thea- 
ter movement, because little theaters 
thruout the country, together with the 
better class of tent shows, are virtually 
keeping the spoken drama alive in the 
smaller cities. That is the thought to 
plant with the civic clubs and local 
newspapermen. Let them know what we 
are doing, how important we are and 
that we have a mission and are per- 
forming it, 


The tent show industry is in its first 
serious stage of development. Let each 
manager have his part tn the progress by 
giving the public intelligent entertain- 
ment and by spreading the gospel of 
tent-show truth along the way. 


We notice thru the columns of The 
Billboard where shows bclonging to 
T. R. M. P. A. have closed this season. 
The least these managers could do would 
be to notify the secretary of their clos- 
ing. This is a common act of courtesy 
that we have the right to expect, but 
we haven't received it. We are getting 
used to treatment of this kind. Many 
of our members will not answer our cor- 
respondence, even when we inclose 
stamped and addressed envelopes. Cour- 
tesy? We've seen the word itn Webster's. 

Many shows are reporting good busi- 
ness. We hope that all have had a suc- 
cessful season, but we are inclined to 
believe differently. The season, as a 
whole, has been bad. There is no doubt 
about it. Very few tent shows have made 
any money this season. I know of one 
very reliable one-night-stand manager 
who has lost $10,000 with two shows. 
Another friend. owner of a well-known 
week-stand dramatic company, has lost 
68.000. Several of the shows that have 
closed thetr tented season have done so 
because they couldn't go ‘any further. 
Many sbows are behind in salaries. It 
has Deen & tough spring and summer, 
but It looks as tho we might have a good 
fall. 

Knowing that every man in this busi- 
nees has had more than his share of per- 
sonal problems this year, we have over- 
looked much in our members, but we 
cannot understand why you cannot de- 
vote 10 minutes of your time in 
acknowledging receipt of letters and im- 
portant questions that you as a manager 
and a member of T. R. M. P. A. should 
certainly be interested In. A few men 
are working, worrying and carrying the 
burden of your organization, while the 
most of you go blithesomely on your way, 
but some day—any day—the octopus may 
come crawling towards your marqueé and 
then you will be glad to yell for T. R. M. 
P. A. and protection.

W. W. Ducbin Defends I. B. M. Policy 


In the last issue of The Billboard, on 
this page, appeared an article under the 
heading, “I. B. M., or Friends of Magic?” 
to which W’.. W. Durbin, president of the 
International Brotherhood of Magicians, 
has taken exception, his communication 
on the subject following: 

Kenton, O. August 22. 
Editcr The Billboard, Cincinnati: 

In your issue of August 25 appears an 
article on “The I. B. M., or Friends of 
Magic”, and I feel that there are so many 
misstatements in this article and s0 
much misleading information that it is 
time that the other sie of this story be 
told. 

Those who know the facts know that 
I never sought the presidency of this or- 
ganization, but I was elected by a two-to- 
one vote over Len Vintus at the first 
convention held here in 1926. These 
votes were not the votes of Kenton or 
Lima people, as One would gather from 
reading the article, hut they were ballots 
sent in by mail from all over. At the 
earnest request of those present, I con- 
sented to take the presidency, and, inas- 
much as there had never been eny secre- 
tary, the cor vention authorized the presi- 
dent to appoint a secretary, and I ap- 
pointed Mr. Vintus, whom I ¢cefeated for 
the presidency. At that time he was 
the editor of The Linking Ring, and he 
continued to be until May, 1927, when 


for very good reasons he resigned, and 
since that time I have been the editor 
of The Linking Ring, which is the maga- 
zine of this order. bs 
At the first convention it was realized 
by all the members that there really 
never had been a- proper organization 
from the beginning, because there was no 
constitution, and the organization unani- 
mously decided that a constitution was 
necessary, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to report one to the convention 
in 1927. This committee was composed 
of five of the oldest members of the I. 
B. M.. all of whom are professional or 
semi-professional magicians interested tn 
magic, and they reported the constitu- 
tion ufanimously, and a reading of it 
will satisfy any fair-minded person that 
this committee performed its duty well 
In the matter of the election of officers. 
including the nomination of officers, this 
committee brought the government of 
this order as close to its members as it 
possibly could. It was realized that al! 
members could not be at a convention, 
and in the light of the fact that prac- 
tically all the States of this Union pro- 
vide for absent voters’ ballots to the end 
that every voter shall exprens himeelf, so 
this committee provided that each mem- 
ber should have @ right: to nominate such 
persons for offices as he chose. The com-

COMMENT 

Like all stock company opening pres- 
entations there were handicaps aplenty. 
for it was apparent to a trained observer 
that there were hitches backstage in 
handling of scenery and lighting effects 
otherwise we can not account for several 
of the bits being played on a full stage, 
whereas they are usually plaved itn one: 
nor can we account for ensemble num- 
bers with 24 choristers working in one, 
whereas they should have been given a 
full stage. 

Principals and choristers alike appeared 
to be exhausted by rehearsals or the tor- 
rid heat that preceded the rain just 
prior to the performance, therefore there 
wasn't the personality or pep that we are 
accustomed to see in stock company 
presentations. 

In justice to the producers and play- 
ers we will give them another review 
after they are better set. 

Uncle Bill Campbell is not a member 
of the Casino Theater Stock Company, 
but a retired showman of Brooklyn, 
ever ready and willing to take an active 
part in civic and theatrical enterprises 
that tend to promote the welfare of the 
community.

Current Comment---By Nelse 


Everyone familiar with the inner work- 
ings of burlesque, past and present, is 
convinced that a burlesque battle is 
brewing; that discarded Columbians have 
issued a dictum that calls for a rotary 
stock circuit. 

The recent merger of the Scribner and 
Herk interests in houses has resulted in 
one circult only, with about 43 com- 
paniés and an equal number of houses, 
under the personal directing manage- 
ment of I. H. Herk, who practically con- 
trols the Mutual Burlesque Association 
and most of the houses on the circuit. 

It is impossible for Herk to grant fran- 
chise-operating rights to all who apply, 
apd it is equally impossible for him to 


grant employment to many company 
managers and advance agents, now in the 
discard by the elimination of the Colum- 
bia Circuit; therefore, there are many 
producers, managers arti agents with réal 
or fancied grievances scheming and con- 
niving to promote another circuit that 
will give employment to one and, all 
alike. 

Alone the individual can do little or 
nothing, but united with others having 
similar grievances, he can spread propa- 
ganda that ultimately gains sufficient 
attention to warrant action on the part 
of many.

dull affairs, judged 
comparison to the enjoyment that may 
be derived from the stage version. 

About the only clement that the talk- 
ing screen will be able to reproduce with 
any degree of satisfaction is the music, 
and even this—especially the vocal num- 
bers—will lose a great deal in the me- 
chanical presentation, - 

But even a show with the finest music 
ever written would not be a big success 
without the sparkle, brilliancy, efferves- 

‘cence and general spirit of animation 
that are expected in a production of 
this kind, 

The screen is unable to reproduce the 
impressive full-stage sets in their true 
grandeur; it cannot give even a faint 
hint of lighting effects; it must kill the 
tout ensemble numbers by either show- 
ing them at too great a distance or di- 
viding them into closeups of small sec- 
tions at a time. 

Dance specialties will lose force; com- 
edy will hit or miss. 

Whether the public will overlook these 
discrepancies in view of the small price 
it may be asked to pay for the enter- 
tainment is a matter for speculation. 

Generally speaking, theatergoers ha- 
bitually pick out faults irrespective of 
how much they paid for their tickets. 


LD-TIME ACTORS may present 
a ludicrous appearance when con- 
trasted to the players of today, but 
despite their defects and absurdities 
those actors of old possessed 2 charm 
and poetry that endeared them to their 


public in a manner that seldom is cn- 
joyed by the artists of today. 


Commercial, methodical, mechanical 
and sensational are the elements of this 
generation, 


Commotion is greater, enjoyment is 
less, the gradual decrease of applause 
and enthusiasm from audiences is ample 
proof of this. 

Romance has been kicked out of the 
theater to make the money 
changers, 

But conditions 
last forever. 

They are nothing but periods—resting 
spells—contrasts—between two healthy 
eras.

HOWFOLKS are perhaps the most 
S victimized people in the world when 

they become involved in accidents 
where some lay person happens to be 
the injured party. 

If Miss Stargazer stumbles and 
sprains her ankle as she is being escorted 
down the aisle of a theater, she imme- 
diately sues the management for $10,000, 
more or less. The fact that she was 
gazing at the screen, or the starry ccil- 
ing, or from one side of the audience to 


another, or anywhere else except on the . 


floor where her feet had to tread as she 
walked toward a seat, is her own little 
secret, and it’s worth being kept a secret 
considering the possible $10,000 in sight. 

Should fresh little Tommy go monkey- 
ing around the animal cages on a circus 
and thereby bring some mishap upon his 
head, pop and mom lose no time making 
the most of the opportunity to sue the 
circus owner for enough to send the boy 
thru several colleges. 

An unfortunate automobile collision, in 
which a member of the show business 
happens to be technically or otherwise 
at fault, invariably results in a suit for 
two or three times as much damages as 
the plaintiff would have asked from 
some ordinary person. 

It's all because so many of the general 
public have an idea that show people 
have plenty of kale and are “easy 
marks”. 

If it were the other way around, witha 
member of the profession entitled to 
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damages from a lay individual, it ts 
more than likely that the professional 
would be prevailed upon—or would con- 
sent out of his own bigheartedness—to 
either drop the charges or ask for only 
the actual money damage. 

Showfolk may be paid fairly well for 
their efforts to keep the people of the 
country amused, but there is hardly an 
actor who does not go out of his way, 
beyond the requirements for which he is 
paid, to spread a greater degree of joy 
and. laughter. 

Showfolk never fail to answer a 
benefit call or to respond with cash as 
well as talent when they are called upon 
in any public calamity. 

The thought of “my public” is upper- 
most in thier minds always. 

In view of all this, it seems very 
strange that laymen should be so cager 
to extort all they can from showfolk no 
matter how slim the legal basis may be. 


the past when the talking pictures 

start in supplying the country with 
road shows in place of the one-time 
legitimate attractions.

How some stage careers are born, as 
revealed by one of a dozen or more. letters 
along similar lines received weekly by 
The Billboard: 

Knowing you to be the theatrical authority 
I am asking your aid in getting a start oh 
the stage. I realize that I would have to 
start at the bottom, perhaps as an amateur. 
but I will gladly do anything to begin. I 
am white. a Methodist. single. aged 37, a 
steady worker, bald on top of my head, can 

lay harmonica, do the Charleston, sing a 
ittl and crack jokes. Have a stepfather 
who makes it unpleasant for me at home. My 
mother may not live long. as she is past 
78 and has chronic indigestion. !nsomnia, 
etc. After she dies our home will be broken 
up anyway, and I might as well get set for 
something new. For the last three weeks I 
have been practicing to yodel. and all the 
neiehbors have advised me te go to the city 
and do my stuff there

mittee provided that whoever received 5 
per cent of all votes sent in for nomina- 
tion should be entitled to a place on the 
ballot, and every member in good stand- 
ing should have the right to receive a 
ballot and seNhd same in by mail. Could 
anything be more fair? 

I deny emphatically that this consti- 
tution was put over on the members. 
Messrs. Len Vintus, Felix Blei and Dr. 
Wilson all sat In the convention, and 
heard the constitution read carefully, and 
not one of them raised their voice against 
its adoption. In fact, both Dr.’ Wilson 
and Mr. Blel addressed the convention, 
aud had nothing but words of praise for 
the I. B. M. then. Neither did Mr. Vin- 
tus, who spoke later. 

So far as Kenton and Lima people 
dominating the organization is con- 

rned, this is absolutely not true. Out 
of the nearly 2,700 members who have 
joined the I. B. M., there are not to ex- 
ceed 60 members in Kenton and Lima, so 
that this disposes of this statement: “As 
long as the majority of the membership 
is in Kenton and Lima, they are in con- 
trol of the I. B. M. situation forever, as 
votes count.” 

So far as the membership of this or- 
ganization is concerned, I will stack it 
up against any other organization, and 
will produce two professionals of stand- 
ing for every professional of any other 
organization, and our amateur member- 
ship comprises many of the most clever 
performers in this and other countries 
To be sure, every member is not a fin- 
ished magician, but what does the con- 
stitution of this order say as to member- 
ship. Read it: 

“No person shall be eligible to mem- 
bership until he or she ts eighteen (18) 
years of age, and who has been inter- 
ested in magic for at least two years, and 
who shall be recommended as of good 
moral character and worthy of member- 
ship by two members of the order.” 

There are quite a number of members 
who are not performers, but they are in- 
terested in magic just as Mr. Blei is. who 
is not a performer and never claimed +o 
be, altho he has managed many magicians, 
and is interested in magic, and for that 
reason Is eligible to membership 

As to the traveling panhandlers, I 
know nothing about this, but any per- 


son ‘who was at any of the conventions 
of 1926, 1927 and 1928 will agree that 
they were as fine-looking bodies of men 
as any organization or assembly. Our 
membership includes doctors, dentists, 
lawyers, ministers, priests, rabbi, manu- 
facturers, salesmen, merchants, mevhan- 
ics, laboring men. We number in our 
membership a United States Senator, who 
is interested tn magic. and we have the 
secretary of the Director of Finance in 
Switzerland, who is a member; the larg- 
est shoe manufacturer in Australia is an 
enthusiastic member. So this answers 
the criticism that every Tom, Dick and 
Harry who pays the membership fee can 
become a member. This is not true, and 
is a refiection upon the membership 
committee, which carefully examines each 


applicant to see that he is properly: 


vouched for and is eligible under our 
constitution. 


So far as changing the method of 
nomination and election, this is all pro- 
vided for in our constitution, but in the 
humble judgment of the writer it will 
be many a long day before the members 
are going to give away their rights and 
permit the voting to be done at the con- 
ventions by those present, and then only 
by those that may be picked out as the 
select few, while the rest will have noth- 
ing to say. This savors toc much of the 
old-time backroom convention idea. I 
favored then and I still favor every 
member having a right to take part in 
the nomination and election of the of- 
ficers of this order. 


When Mr. Blei says that there are less 
than 12 men in this entire world who 
are able to give a complete magical en- 
tertainment, I challenge that statement. 
You only need look at the route lists of 
the various magicians who are traveling 
over this country and Canada to refute 
it. How many more there are in other 
parts of the world, I can't say positively, 
but I feel certain that England alone has 
that many, sO has France and Germany. 
But what has that to do with our mem- 
bership? The cbject of our order is to 
advance the magic art, and if a man or 
woman is interested in magic, and has 
been for two years or more, and if of 
good moral character, he or she is 
eligible for membership in the I. B. M. 


So far as the telegram of Len Vintus 
is concerned, this was not read, because 
it was an insult to those to whom he 
sent it in the light of his charges in the 
recent Billboard article, which were ab- 
solutely refuted at the last convention. 
Mr. Vintus was not a member of the 
Y. B. M., and it was presumptuous on his 
part, even tho he was the first president, 
to send in such patronizing advice as he 
gave. 

The report which was made to the con- 
vention, and which showed the receipts 
and disbursements for the year ending 
June 1, 1928, showed that the I. B. M. 
had in cash tm the bank, accounts re- 
ceivable and other property, $3,379.67, as 
against only $97.40 at the beginning of 
the year, at which time Mr. Vintus 
stepped out of the organization, and it 
is the best answer to all this talk about 
what of the future of the I. B. M 

Tt makes one laugh to read about those 
who seem so anxious to save the I. B. M. 
organization, and yet they have never 


done anything for it except to try to pull 
it down. I have tried to do my duty to 
the very best of my ability, and the com- 
mittee on resolutions at the convention 
of 1928, composed of Jesse J. Lybarger, of 
Harrisburg, Pa.; T. J. Crawford, of I 
ville, Tenn.; Sid R. Johnson, of To: 
Rev. Sherman H. Epler, of Eau 
Pa., and James Barton, of Clementon, 
N. J., said, among other things, in the 
resolutions: 

“It would be as impossible to refine 


pure gold or improve on Raphael’s Ma- 
donna as to recount the untiring, un- 
stinting and unmercenary efforts, on be- 


half of the International Brotherhood of 
the 


Magicians, that our great 
Hon. W. W. Durbin, has loyally give 
Organization. Therefore, we repledg 
loyalty to him, and, by this resolution, 


president, 


approve of his every act and attest our 
faith in his integrity. And, further, we 
applaud him as the ‘power behind the 


gun’ for the most healthful and encour- 
aging growth of our loved organization, 
as well as for its splendid financial con- 
dition.” 

This is an answer in itself to all these 
insinuations, criticisms and misstate- 
ments, which have gone forth to the world 
to injure the I. B. M. in the eyes of the 
magic world, and I feel that the same 
publicity should be given to this state- 
ment as was given to the other one. In 
every Organization there must be some 
moving power and force, and there al- 
Ways are critics—those who would de- 
stroy instead of build up. It is mighty 
easy to tear down, but it is harder to 
build up. I have been engaged in build- 
ing up and not in tearing down the art 
of magic, and I shall continue in the 
same way, whether I am president or not 
of this great organization. I have given 
more of my time than anyone would give 
to this end, and the books of this organi- 
zation are always open to inspection. I 


realize that when one is successful in 
this world, he always excites envy, 
jealousy and malice, but that never 


should deter any honest man from going 
ahead and doing his full duty as God 
gives him the light to see and do it.

If you want to get a real scrap 
from a real cowhand the abuse of a 
range steer or a bucking bronk will get 
the job done for you.

France Gives Evidence of Becoming 
Field for American Pack Devices 


PARIS, Aug. 15—This season marks a 
radical change in the European amuse- 
ment park situation, in France at least. 
French amusement parks up to the pres- 
ent year have been but feeble copies of 
the American idea—due to a large de- 
rree to the fact that the popular and 
cheap street fetes or “carnivals”, which 
are almost continuously operating in 
the streets of Paris and thruout France, 
are fairly well-equipped miniature 
amusement parks. 


These street fairs have at last reached 
the point where they can no longer be 
allowed to operate—except on a much 
smaller scale and at limited periods— 
because of traffic congestion and various 
other inconveniences. The Paris police 
Gepartment has already served notice of 
a radical cut in the number of street 
fetes—there were at least 40 important 
ones last year—to be permitted next 
year and a commission is now working 
on new reguletions regarding space avail- 
able, nolse prevention, sanitary regula- 
tions and other measures which will deal 
a stiff blow to the “carnival” showmen 
of Paris. The other large cities of 
Prance are following suit. 


The misfortune of the street showmen,

however, has been a big boon to the 
park men and the result is unwonted 
activity inthe only two amusement 
parks existing in Paris at the present 
time—"Luna Park-Parc de Paris” and 
the “Jardin d'Acclimatation” 


Altho Paris and France are noted 
for their gaicty and love of amusements, 
the outdoor showmen depend almost en- 
tirely on the United States for their 
mechanical amusement devices and the 
engineers and construction experts ca- 
pable of erecting them and kceping 
in operation. 

The “Jardin d'Acclimatation” was the 
first of the Paris parks to launch a 
building program. During the past 
summer and winter J. M. Conners, the 
well-known American park engineer, who 
has constructed amusement parks thru- 
out the United States, South America 
and Europe, has been in charge of the 
construction of a scenic railway, water 
chute, enchanted river, a novel type of 
concrete autodrome, a huge armored 
concrete open-alr circus arena and the 
installing of rides and other amusement 
devices. Conners has also installed a 
modern lighting system which will per-

The minstrel show lost; one center pole 
and part of the newly decorated front; 
the deep-sea show is a complete 
wreck: in fact, there was damage from 
one end of the midway to the other. 

The committee from Owatonna was 
visiting the shows Wednesday as the 
guest of C. J. Sedimayr when the storm 
biew up. but insisted on helping 
the showfolk. Secretary Lichter, of the 
fair, with C. N. Thurber, helped fight the 
storm ti!l the early hours of the morning.

W. Brundage Carnival in the Badger 
State prove as satisfactory to the man- 
agement as the three weeks just passed, 
Dennis E. Howard and Mike T. Clark will 
have much to be thankful for this sea- 
son. 


Never have we exhibited at any stand 
where we met with as much opposition 
es at Fond du Lac. We had to lay the 

honey om the counter for our advance 
advertising; meat markets and ice cream 
manufacturers refused to deliver to the 
show lot; city refused the permit; sev- 
eral hotels refused to provide quarters 
unless paid for in advance; driver cf 
calliaphone was rounded up by a police 
equad and taken to headquarters after 
having a permit from the chief, altho 
this would probably not have happened 
had the chief been in the city at the 
time; street car and bus superintendent 
refused to give service to the lot over 
the fairground division, which is oper- 
ated only on special occasion, claiming 
that the carnival did not excite the peo- 
ple. Well, all of this was brought about 
by a long editorial and a two-decked 
double-column story appearing in a 
newspaper a couple of weeks ahead of us, 
concerning & caravan appearing there at 
that time and on the same lot, both 
articles condemning the organization. 
Readers of this may understand what 
the editorial had to say when its cap- 
tion carried this line—“Keep Them 
Out”, 

With all of this opposition confronting 
our organization, more power was put 
behind our efforts and the unusual 
tactics of ning up display matter was 
resorted to, the space used being so 
much greater than ever before used by 
any tented attraction appearing in Fond 
du Lac, the novel appeal in wording 
the ads asking the readers to withhold 
their judgment on us until they saw 
us, having a good effect. We carried 
twe four-column-wide ads headed “Let 
He Who Is Without Sin Cast the First 
Stone” 

Having ample space for parking cars, 
special efforts were put forth to make 
the “free illuminated parking space” a 
feature, and this made a hit and started 
the folks giving us consideration. Seven 
poles were erected on the large lot ana 
ample lighting arranged for; three spe- 
cial deputy sheriffs were on hand and 
no trouble tn the car line. So fast 
and thick did the cars come that 
extra men had to be put on the job 
after Monday night to handle the traffic. 

Never in the history of the show did 
80 many people call at the office to com- 
pliment the show as at Fond du Lac. 
The folks came in large numbers ana 
one thing very noticeable to the show- 
folks was the great number of sma!! 
children out with their parents. The 
patrons stayed on the lot later than at 
any stand for a long time and especially 
sO this season. 

After the first night the tide turned

and the folks were for us. After the 
“hard-boiled” editorial two weeks ahead 
cf us condemning the carnival as a 
business, then to receive the “highly 
tlavored" mention of the shows in tne 
‘ame sheet, certainly goes to show that 
at least the papers aim to be fair in 
their treatment of the tent-show man- 
ager if he himself makes good. 

The engagement at the Rock County 
Fair, Janesville, Wis., proved a profit- 
able stand for the show. 

The closing day of the Manitowoc 
County Fair at Manitowoc was blessed 
with splendid weather and excellent 
business. 

The writer had found much opposi- 
tion to the carnival when making his 
rounds in the news rooms of the various 
papers along the route of the show and 
he is highly pleased with the several 
editcrial memiions the show has re- 
ceived from these same publications.

Outdoor Observations 


Judging from recent letters and per- 
ronal expressions from concessionaires, 
there is considerable feeling among these 
boys against what they consider unfair 
tactics of the jobbing hijuses that send 
men out to work the same spots that 
were formerly made by independent con- 
cetasionaires. 

It seems, according to one informer, 
that some jobbing houses keep tabs on 
the good dates each year, and the follow- 
ing season, instead of being satisfied 
with making a nice sale to the conces- 
sionaire who previously covered the spot, 
they send out one of their own repre- 
sentatives. 

This brings more competition in the 
bidding for concession space, with. the 

result that the fair secretary exacts a 
higher price, and perhaps sells space to 
both independent concessionaires and 
Jobbing house men. and that’s where the 
grift becomes almost a necessity. 

The independent can't afford to pass 
out amy merchandise. He must take in 
all the money he can get and in any way 
he can tn order to cover his high nut. 

It's not a new situation, by any means, 
and it is strange that the supply houses 
guilty of this practice have not become 
Wise to the folly of it. 


J. J. Colley, owner and managcer of J. J. 
Colley’s Shows, writes as follows: 
There is a good deal of truth in the letter 


of Art ro Clark, published in your issue of 
= 
ow % is true that most managers 

hate been and still are, asking for more 
Privilege for a wheel concession than they 
GO & so-called grind store They figure 
from the capacity standpoint, not what 
wheels usually do in the way of business. 
They do not take into consideration the fact 
that merchandise wheels do % have a big 
week over two or three weeks out of the 
year, where grind steres, the way most of 
them work, are apt to get a week's work 
from one man 

I have had a little trouble this year try- 
ing to keep gerind stores grinding”, and, 
while my experience as a manager is very 
limited, this being my second year as & 
show owner, I readily realize that the only 
silution for this business, from which we 
Gerive our livi ing, is to encourage merchandise 
wheels and uncontrollable concensions which 
actually throw out stock and to book them 
at a “live-and-let-live privilege 

I realize there ere few inducements to a 
merchandise- wheel operator to book his con- 
cession on a small show, due to the fact 
that the emailer shows do not usually play 
towns large enough for the wheel concession- 
are to get any great volume of business 
However, the difference in privilege asked 
should make things equal 

From a personal viewpoint I would rather 
have one wheel concession on my midway 
than three or four grind stores, because I 
know with wheols my business on shows and 
hy is not going to fall off the Iast of 
the week due to the “heat” caused by grind 
Stores 

I heartily agree with Art B. Clark regard- 
ing this subject and I, for one. will be giud 
to book wheels at the same rate as, and 
possibly in some ecnses cheaper than, the 
ftind stores And by wheels I don't mean 
tracks or skillos 


If every show owner would take the same 
attitude, IT am sure we could work things 
out satisfactory to everyone and «et back 
some of the lost prestige with the public in 
Beneral It doesn’t take 20 years’ experience

in this business to see what is wrong with 
it, and unless some immediate solution is 
forthcoming the future looks very dark. 
Let's have the viewpoint of other managers 
on this subject and try to work out som- 
plan by which merchandise wheels will be 
encouraged instead of discouraged. 


Considering the small amount of money 
that some circuses and carnivals have 
been spending for local advertising, the 
press agents of these shows have more 
than earned their salaries in the generous 
quantities of free space that they have 
been able to grab. 

Tt is too bad that so few shows realize 
the tmportance of using a little more 
advertising space—not only for direct re- 
turns, but, what is more important, as 
an evidence that they appreciate what 
they are getting for nothing. 

Bear in mind that newspapers can 
easily get along without printing any 
nice publicity for you. 

But that doesn’t work in your case. 

Show owners probably don’t know that 
many newspapers, which have been very 
good to the shows, have expressed sur- 
prise that so little money is spent by 
these same shows for advertising. 

Tt is only a short step from this ex- 
pression of surprise to giving Instructions 
to cut circus and carnival copy.

The State reader man told a 
pitchman who was selling fountain pens 
and rayo not to open and refused him 
a reader, altho the party is not what 
one could call a jammer. There is a 
State law against jamming, so you 
jammers beware. But the boy they 
closed here was only a high-pressure 
salesman and he worked clean. Bud 
Berry, clean and. nifty sheetwriter, was 
here with his winning smile, Fut it 
would not pull the money. In fact, the 
only way anyone could get it here was 
by using a lead pipe. All of us knew 
before we came here that there was lots 
of money in Wooster. Nobody got any 
of it, so it must be here yet. Lot of 
pipes were shot, for that was all we 
could do. There were 7 auto-polish 
men here, 4 med. pitchmen, 2 with 
wire jewelry, 15 sheetwriters, 2 foun- 
tain-pen men, 1 with razor hones, 1 
transferene worker, 2 or 3 spark-plug 
workers, 1 oil worker, 7 spark-plug at- 
tachment workers, and $20 was the top 
money.

“T have followed the argument over 
jamming, pro and con. My iine of work 
is in the small town, and. tho I am not 
a pitchman, in each incorporated town 
I must call on the Mayor or chief of 
police to get a permit to present my 
entertainment. In many cases I am 
compelled to put up quite an argument 
and present evidence that I do not sel 
or advertise anything. I have made it 
@ point in the hostile towns to learn 
the reason why. You would be sur- 
prised at the number of towns where I 
am told that positively no more strect 
salesmen will be permitted to work be- 
cause the last man there jammed the 
town. Some get by on the plea that 
they do not sell, only advertise, but 
they are soon selling. They get their 
readers under false pretenses. A little 
town over in Ohio was burnt up last 
year by a man and two women who had 
a large truck and calliope. They 
worked the old money-back gag, made 
the jam on watches, started the engine 
and lammed. Naturally a hot reception 
awaits the next jam man who may 
stray into that town. Last night (Au- 
‘gust 15) I was in Newark Valley, N. Y.. 
and found that town killed to all sales- 
men. The Mayor toid me a chap came 
in a few weeks ago and sold pens, knives, 
etc., then jammed on watches. The 
crowd became hortile and just by the 
merest chance the jam man and his 
lady partner got away. They were 
chased out of town by part of the popu- 
lation, the people throwing everything 
they could lay hands on at the car. 
Woe to the next pitchman who ambles 
into thet town. A native said to r 
"We won't give the next one a chance 
to cheat us.” Just a few years ago the 
hotel proprietors said: ‘We can’t operate 
with barrooms.” The country went dry. 
The hotels are still running.” 


ANOTHER VICTORY has been won 
by Los Angeles Lodge of the N. P. 8. P. 
A. for pitchmen working the Pacific 
Coast. Details are civen by T. H. Johanns, 
secretary of the todge, who has moved 
his office to 817 Court street, Los An- 
geles. He writes: “Just a few lines is 
let you know how things are out here 
On the Coast. Well, we still have fights 
on our hands once in a while, which, 
of course, makes us mad for the time 
being, but after we have won, then we 
swell out our chests like fighting roost- 
ers. The boys are out on the road, ex- 
cept a few of the home guards, who 
have to bear the brunt of the battles 
to keep the town open. The City Coun- 
cil passed an ordinance to stop pitching, 
selling anything to the public on the 
sidewalk, but with the aid of our at- 
torney, we had the thing vetoed. We 
opened up four good towns, which can 
be worked on the corner, if we don’t 
try to run a three-ring circus and carry 


a side show to block the traffic. The 
small towns in California have more 


automobiles than in the East or Middle 
West. We have a complete list of read- 
@fs and conditions under which we can 
work for every town in California of 2,- 
500 or over, which is for members only. 
There is no reason why the boys cannot 
work in every large city if they will or- 
ganize and fight the local city ordinances 
which prohibit working on private prop- 
erty. The best time to organize is now 
when the boys have the large bankrolis 
Before it is all cut up they should pay 
Six months or a year’s dues in advance 
That is the best way to raise funds to 
fight with. We charge $250 for three 
months, $5 for six months and $10 a 
year. The report from the boys on the 
road business is poor. Dr. Howard, 
Dr. Isaac J. Ford and Frenchy Delmar 
ate working in Oregon and Washington. 
Some of the boys are working the Pa-

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cific Southwest Exposition at Long 
Beach. Axlerood is knocking them over 
with his 10-in-one furniture — blocks. 


Harris and George Negus have the X on 
peelers and seem to be getting their 
Share. Doc Walton (the Iron Gall Kid) 
is working in front of the five-cent walk- 
thru show. Things are very slow 
in Los Angeies. It is hard to get any 
money as well as get spots to work. The 
only one who is getting any money is 
Gypsy Dan (Dan Chandler), who has a 
big auditorium which holds 500 people. 
He packs this place two times a day. 
He has an able assistant in the person 
of Joe Downer. Gregory, soap King, got 
married, and is spending his honeymoon 
at Coney Island. We had to get out of 
the San Fernando Building as the land- 
lord is remodeling the buliding. So we 
stored our furniture tijl the first of 


October, when the building will be fin- 


ished, and we expect better quarters 
than we had before.”

He also 
closed some of the best little towns in 
Pennsylvania. Now, here is the low- 


down on my working off the same car 
with him at Everett, Pa. This was in 
the year 1921. We were at the Altoona 
(Pa.) Fair, and on Friday Jack asked 
me where I was going on Saturday. I 
told him to Everett, Pa., and he said: “I 
would like to go over there myself." So 
my son, Elliott, said t6 me: ‘Dad, let's 
take him aléng.” Jack said: “I will let 
you work until 8 p.m. before I make a 
jam.”

Is it 
foolish to be honest? I think not. Well, 
if Mr. Isaacs or any other jam man 


tries to pull off a jam in a town I am 
in, I will make trouble for him, and I 
don’t mean maybe, either. In fairness 
to me, please publish this pipe, as Jack 
tried to make it appear I had worked 
off his car when it was my own car.” 


ZIP HIBLER philosophizes: “There's 
no disputing the fact that the mind 
controls the body, but if one wants to 
go on the rocks he has only to start 
worrying about complying with the law 
as the other feliow tells him abcut it 
For instance, a young fellow whose in- 
tentions were all right gave me the 
shakes in Gary, Ind., last Saturday by 
Saying the reader was $10 a day, even 
on private property, and that failure to 
take it out meant a $50 fine and jail:

his career. He has given Toronto prac- 
tically a new show—new canvas, new 
fronts, new scenery and costumes such 
as never before were seen on a carnival, 
and numerous other special features of 
genuine merit. 


It would be no use to tell how much 
Gruberg actually spent on his shows 
this season. Few persons would believe 
it unless they were privileged to visit 
Toronto and see the result for them- 
selves. However, it is mo exaggeration 
to say that quite a few carnivals hare 
been put out with less than the amount 
that Gruberg has spent this year on ca‘- 
vas alone. And when the elaborate 
fronts, special shows ard rides, rica 
scenery and costumes from.Netw York 
establishments, painting, lighting, etc., 
are taken into account, the total outlay 
runs ino a neat little fortuve. Every 
detail that would add to appearance or 
entertainment value—no matter how 
much expense the detail involved—was 
attended to, and every wish of the fair 
officials was carried out. Gruberg said 
the exhibition officials treated him with 
such courtesy and consideration in all 
dealings that he gladly has gone the 
limit in his efforts to please them. 

In his office on the opening day 
Thomas Bradshaw, president of the cx- 
hibition, told Gruberg that from all 
indications and reports the Rubin & 
Cherry carnival was the finest that has 
ever played Toronto. President Brad- 
shaw aiso said that he hoped to have 
something even better to say about the 
Rubin & Cherry Shows after the ex- 
hibition is over. Later some of the fair 
heads, after a personal and unescorted 
visit to the midway, declered that the 
Rubin & Cherry lineuj not only ful- 
filled but far exceeded their expectations.

Jewels” at the San Francisco World's 
Fair. It rises above everything elec on 
the midway end is the first thing to 
catch the eyes of visitors as they ap- 
proach the exhibition grcunds. Either in 
the daytime or at night it is a magnet 
and guidepost to the center of merri- 
ment. 


This tower also serves as the front 
for the big water circus and disappear- 
ing ballet, another added feature for 
the Toronto date. The staging and 
management of the water show is in 
the hands of W. H. (Bill) Rice. who 
is known to have no equals in this 
field. Rice has assembled a top-notch 
aggregation of water performers, incluc- 
ipg two dozen attractive girls, for the 
occasion.

The new rides for this date are an 
extra ferris wheel and an extra heydey 
making two of each, and an original de.

gineering Company. Gruberg has the 
patent and exclusive agency rights for 
this new ride, which is on the order 
of the caterplilar, except that it is tilted 
and goes around with a different mo- 
tion, The other devices are; merry- 
go-round, whip, dodgem, caterpillar, 
“hereafter”, hotsy-totsy and a group of 
kiddie rides.

VANCOUVER, B. C., Aug. 24.—With 
an attendance approximating 260,000 for 
the Pacific Exhibition, which came to 
an end last Saturday, directors expect 
to declare a net surplus of between $25.,- 
000 and $30,000 on the show. The sur- 
plus last year was $13,000 

The directors are satisfied that this 
year’s exhibition, in the matter of the 
quality and the number of exhibits 
created a record in the history of the 
association. 

Within the next 12 months the board 
will submit a by-law to the ratepayers. 
probably for $250,000, for the purpose 
of erecting new bulldings. Next week 
arrangements will be made for the erec- 
tion of a building to provide additional 
quarters for the Winter Stock Show in 
December. 

Several radical changes are likely to 
be made in the 1929 show as a result 
of the experience of the directors with 
this year’s exhibition. 

The question of whether the fair will 
be operated for 10 days, as this year, 
or return to the plan of former years 
and hold a six-day fair, is one the board 
will decide during the interval. 

The annual question of newer and 
better grand-stand attractions will also 
be debated. 

The directors feel that an improve- 
ment has been effected this year in the 
abolition of the old Skid-Road and sup- 
planting this with shows and amuse- 
ment devices controlled and operated by 
a local company. It is likely that the 
present arrangement will be continued 
and Happyland operated on a still larger 
scale.
